it!IS TALK ABOUT T H E FIRST SOUVE­ 


NIRS GIVEN BY SH O W P E O P L E . 


They Wer» « Ei« tribut« -d by the Great Gi- 
rafle — A Thrilling Incident W h ich A t­ 
tended <)» i‘ Performance 
How th e P eo­ 


ple Stood on the Giraffe’« Shadow. 


“ The first souvenirs I ever knew of 
being given out in the show business,” 
said the old circus man, “ we gave away 
in our show at the time we had the big 
18 foot giraffe. 
We never had an at­ 
traction that beat the big giraffe. 
The 
people were just carried away with 
him. There wasn’t anything about him 
but what interested 
them, even the 
slightest little things. 
On clear days, 
when we were where we could do it and 
the sun was right for us, we used to get 
the giraffe out in front of the entrance 
of the main tent and have him stand 
there like a great sentry. People used to 
stop and look up at him, and then the 
first thing you know somebody’d dis­ 
cover his shaddor. 
Any body’d cast a 
long shudder at that hour of the day, of 
course, but the giraffe’s shudder reached 
as lar as you could see. And as soon as 
one man begun to look at it 40 others 
did, and then you’d see ’em. 
I’ve seen 
1,000 pe ople at a tim eline up long that 
shudder and just stand along the edge 
of it down past the main tent and the 
sideshow 
tents, 
just standing there 
look in at it. The giraffe was great, but 
his shaddor fairly staggered ’em. 
And 
there they’d stand till the sun dropped 
down under the edge of the earth, and 
the first thing they knew there w asn’t 
any shaddor. Then they’d stare at each 
other for a minute, and then all bunch 
up together again and look at the giraffe 
till we took him in. 
“ We used to have a line on the pro­ 
gramme saying that at J o’clock and at 
0 o’clock the great giraffe would hand 
around ice water. That’s where the sou 
venirs oome in. 
We used to g ive away 
the glasses the water was in. The glasses 
wero marked, ‘Souvenir of the Great 
Giraffe,’ and whoever got ’em could 
keep ’em. 
The seats in our circus were 
divided into four sections. 
We used to 
g ive away four dozen tumblers at every 
performance, one in each section. When 
the time come, w e’d march the giraffe 
around the edge of the ring, and in 
front of each section his keeper would 
hand him a wire holder holding a dozen 
glasses, which he would take by the 
handle in his mouth. Tall as he was, be 
could reach easy to the highest back 
seats. It’s astonishing how people used 
to grab for those glasses. 
It seems as 
though the whole section would stand 
up on the seats and all grab for ill« * 
holder wh m it come near ’em. 
They’d 
Spill the water and get wet and 
ha ve 
the greatest time y< u evt r heard of, but 
nobody got hurt, and so we just let h e r 
buzz along. 
But fit ally something did 
happen. 
“ At one evening entertainment when 
lie was serving out the souvenirs, when 
we come to one of the sections, there was 
a man sitting on the fourth tier from 
the top who picked up his boy, a bright 
looking youngster about 10 years old, 
who was sitting alongside of him, and 
sat him up on his shoulder. The gir iffe 
lifted the holder up and swept it along 
the seats w ith the people grabbing, and 
when it come near this man with the 
boy on his shoulder the man just lifted 
him up so that tiie boy could stand on 
his shoulders. 
He was going to get one 
anyway, and when the holder came 
along the boy made a grab for it. There 
was only one glass left in it then, but 
the bey got it. He upset it lifting it out 
of the holder and scattered the water 
all over everybody, 
but that didn’t 
count, 
lb» got the glass and was com­ 
ing down with it when his father, in­ 
stead of feeling him jounce down on his 
shoulder, felt his weight growing lig ht­ 
er, and the next minute he and every­ 
body else saw the Ixty suspended in the 
air. When the giraffe saw the last glass 
go, he lifted the holder, the way he al­ 
ways did, to clear the people before 
swing ing it around and down to the 
keeper. This time when he lifted it the 
buttons on the outside of the cuff of the 
boy’s jacket got caught in the wires. 
They were sewed on the way mothers 
sew on buttons, and they held the 
youngster’s weight easily, and when 
the giraffe lifted the holder up he lifted 
the boy with it. 
“ Then there was a scene. 
We knew 
the giraffe wouldn’t hurt a fly, but it 
looked to the people as though he had 
the boy in his teeth and was going to 
sling linn through the other end of no­ 
where. The whole audience rose up and 
stood 
hailing 
forrard, watch in and 
never sayiu boo, but the giraffe swung 
his neck around as gentle and easy as 
the arm of a crane and lowered the 
holder and the boy hanging to it safe 
into the arms of the keeper m the ring. 
The boy hadn’t even dropped the tum­ 
bler. 
“ Then the people did holler, and the 
giraffe walked off as stately as you 
please, the boy climbed back up to his 
pop, and the show went on. 
Nobody 
hurt, but when we run out of the tum­ 
blers we had on hand we adopted an­ 
other style of souvenir.” — New’ York 
Sun.

S hould H<* T re a te d. 
It is commonly said that a sprained 
joint is worse than a broken bone, and 
this is often true, for in a severe spraii 
th** injury is really greater than in a 
simple fracture. 
The ankle is perhaps 
the most frequently sprained of all the 
joints, tlfU g h the knee, elbow and 
wrist art; also very liable to be injured, 
in falls especially. 
A sprain of a joint varies greatly in 
severity. 
It may consist of a simple 
wrench, without the tearing of any of 
the ligaments, or it may be a more ex­ 
tensive injury, stopping just short of a 
dislocation. 
In a moderately severe case one or 
more of the ligaments of the joint w ill 
be torn slig htly, or possibly completely 
across. The membrane beneath the lig ­ 
aments, which retains the lubricating 
fluid of the joint, w ill be ruptured, per­ 
mitting the escape of more or less oi 
this fluid into the parts about, and g iv­ 
ing rise sometimes to a considerable 
swelling. This sw elling may be increas­ 
ed also by an effusion of fluid into the 
joint, especially if inflammation sets in, 
and finally there .is usually a slig ht or 
even sometimes a quite pronounced es­ 
cape of blood into the tissues, and this, 
gradually working to the surface, ap­ 
pears as a black and blue stain. 
In more severe cases the tendons pass­ 
ing over the joint and attaching the 
muscles which move it to the bones may 
suffer considerable damage, or one of 
them may be broken or torn from its at­ 
tachment, bringing w ith it a sliver of 
bone. 
Where so much harm has been 
done to all tiie parts— bones, ligaments, 
tendons and muscles—it is easy to un­ 
derstand that much pain w ill result and 
that the cure w ill be tedious. 
In tbe treatment of a sprain the first 
thing to be aimed at is to relieve pain 
and prevent inflammation, then to favor 
healing of the torn structures, and after 
that to restore the use of the limb. 
The first of these objects is accom­ 
plished by absolute rest of the injured 
part, the limb being raised, and by lead 
and opium wash, a spirit lotion, or such 
other local applications as tbe physician 
may prescribe. Sw elling is prevented in 
a measure and pain is sometimes re­ 
lieved by firm bandaging with a flan­ 
nel bandage. 
When the swelling , heat and pain 
are gone, the limb should not be used 
too soon, but should be brought gradu­ 
ally back to health I y cold douching, 
dry robbing in a direction toward the 
body and passive motion. 
It is some­ 
times necessary in very severe cases to 
treat the sprain by means of splints, ex­ 
actly as if it were a fracture or disloca­ 
tion. — Youth’s Companion. 


MUZZL ED DUCKS. 


Not B ecause They M ig ht Hite, but to Si 
leuce Their Ouacking . 
A baggage man on the Santa Fo who 
runs into Kansas City from out in the 
western part of Kansas has lost lots of 
sleep. It is doubtful if he can ever catch 
up with it.

The following is a true wolf story 
written 
front data furnished by Dr. 
Thornton of Levtisburg, Pa., whose fa ­ 
ther figures as the hero: 
“ About the year 1845 wolves were 
abundant in Tonihickou valley, between 
Catawissa and Hazleton. 
When the 
Catawissa railroad, a part of the P h il­ 
adelphia and Heading, was being built, 
Dr. Thomas A. H. Thornton, a practic­ 
ing physician, one cold autumn night 
was called out of bed to visit a patient 
about 20 miles from his home. 
At that 
time there were no regular roads as we 
pow have. 
In their place the traveler 
Used narrow paths or trails. Dr. Thorn­ 
ton in his anxiety to reach the bedside 
of the sufferer attempted to make a 
short cut. 
He lost his way and for a 
week wandered through the wilderness 
aud, having no gun, was obliged to 
subsist on roots and herbs. 
The doctor 
was on horseback and after wandering 
aimlessly about the pathless forests for 
four or five days got into a large swamp, 
where the horse stepped into a quag­ 
mire, from which his owner was unable 
to extricate him, and the animal had 
to be abandoned, imbedded as he was 
almost to his belly in the soft and boggy 
bed. 
The doctor removed the saddle 
bags containing his supply of medicine, 
etc., threw them over his shoulders and 
start« 1 off. 
“ Several hours after the doctor got 
out of the swamp where he had aban­ 
doned his horsd' he was horrified to see 
that he was being followed by a band 
of five or six wolves. 
At first they kept 
at a respectful distance when stones 
were thrown at them, hut finally, as if 
they appreciated the helpless condition 
of their intended victim, and as dark­ 
ness came on. the hungry, bloodthirsty 
band became bolder and bolder. 
They 
circled around the terrified and jaded 
man and, closing in, started to attack 
him on all sides. 
One more vicious and 
impulsive t»han the others made a spring 
at the doctor’s throat, but a well direct­ 
ed blow from a club temporarily dis­ 
abled the animal and caused his raven­ 
ous companions to discontinue at that 
time their premeditated and combined 
attack. 
“ Thedoctor, by this thrilling episode 
and 
the frightened condition of the 
wolves, succeeded in going perhaps a 
mile unmolested when, to his great 
horror, he found the whole pack, led by 
tho vicious brute he believed he had 
maimed with his club, hot on his trail. 
The stunning blow administered to the 
leader of the howling band seemed to 
have only intensified the brute’s cour­ 
age and thirst for blood. 
The man, 
weakened by long exposure and loss of 
food, realized that he would soon bo torn 
to pieces if he did not adopt some new 
means of defense. 
“ Fortunately, as the animals began 
closing 
around 
him for another on­ 
slaught, he reached a high rock and 
mounted on its top, where a giant tree 
served to protect him from falling back­ 
ward. He reached this eminence in timo 
to provide himself with some stones and 
two or three good clubs before his pur­ 
suers started to attack him. 
He stood 
back to the tree, aud as the animals a t­ 
tempted to come up lie drove them back 
with his primitive weapons. 
A large 
stone hurled with great force and a c­ 
curacy broke the head of one of tho as­ 
sailants, aud 
this gave the doctor a 
breathing spell. 
“ The man, however, realized that he 
must soon quit his refuge, and, remem­ 
bering that he had in his saddlebag»« a 
large bottle full of ammonia, ho deter­ 
mined to employ it as a final resort to 
save his life. 
He quickly removed one 
of his green baize leggings, tied it se­ 
curely to a stick, and after saturating 
the legging with ammonia he boldly 
started down tho rocky promontory to­ 
ward the wolves. The cunning animals, 
apparently aware that he could be more 
easily overpowered on 
level ground, 
separated, slunk off and permitted him 
to proceed several hundred yards before 
they renewed the pursuit. They did not, 
however, allow much time to elapse be­ 
fore they took the trail of the man who 
had thus far so successfully baffled their 
powers. 
“ The doctor stood still and waited 
until one of the brutes rushed within 
an arm ’s length, when he struck him 
in the face with the cloth saturated 
with ammonia. 
This reception was a 
most novel and unique one for tho wolf, 
who ran off howling with pain. 
Two 
more of the band w ere slapped across 
the mouths with tin 
saturated baize, 
and they also left. After this experience 
the wolves followed the doctor till day­ 
light next morning, when they gave u4j 
the chase, which they had continued for 
48 hours and which 
unquestionabl 
0 would have resulted in a most horrible 
death if it had not been for the contents 
of the ammonia bottle. 
“ Dr. Thornton succeeded in finding a 
shanty occupied by the men construct­ 
ing the Catawissa railroad, where he 
was carefully cared for, 
and in the 
course of four or five days was taken to 
his home, where be was ill for fully a 
month.’’— Philadelphia Record.
